STATE PROPOSES TO 
CALL FOR BIDS IN 
NEXT TWO MONTHS 


RIVER SPAN TO COST APPROXI­

HEARING BY W AR DEPARTMENT 
HERK TODAY FINDS NO OB­ 
JECTORS TO SITE 
Assured by Col. Wildurr Witting of 
the U. S. Engineer’s office, St. Paul, 
that he would immediately submit a 
favorable report to the War Depart­ 
ment ainee there are no objectors to 
the bridge by navigation interest*, M 
J. Hoffman, bridge engineer for the 
Minneaota 
Highway Department, in­ 
formed the Brainerd Dispatch at the 
clone of the bridge hearing this after­ 
noon that plans would be speeded for 
the early start of construction. 
The bridge will span the Mississippi 
river at the west end of Main Street 
and will serve the new route of State 
Trunk Highway No. 2. 
Mr. Hoffman estimated 
that 
the 
bridge will cost approximately $200,- 
000. 
It will be concrete throughout 
and will be constructed to serve the 
demand for heavy traffic on this key 
highway, fed by traffic leading four 
directions. 
"We expect to advertise for bids in 
October and let the contract in No­ 
vember. 
We will specify in the con­ 
tract that the work be started imme­ 
diately and continued until its com­ 
pletion. We are doing this to aid in 
relief of the unemployed,” Mr. Hoff­ 
man said. 
Mr. Hoffman was of the opinion that 
the bridge would be completed and 
ready for traffic September 1ft, 1932. 
At the present time the State High­ 
way Departm ent is completing work 
preparatory to submitting plans and 
the calling for bids. Two churn drill 
outfits are today working in the river 
to determ ine 
the 
exact 
foundation 
conditions. 
The bridge hearing conducted 
by 
Col. Willing this afternoon In the coun­ 
cil chambers of the city hall found no 
objectors to the bridge or its location. 
Harry W. Creger, Brainerd mayor, 
in a letter, heartily endorsed the con­ 
struction at its proposed 
site 
and 
urged that work be started as early 
as possible and that the railway be 
favored in the transportation of ma­ 
terial. 
Only throe persons other than Col. 
Willing, his secretary and clerk, and 
the press were in attendance at the 
hearing. 
They were: Mr. Hoffman. C. 
O. Harholdt, maintenance engineer of 
the state, and City Engineer R. T. 
Campbell. 
Col. Willing read into the record 
documents concerning the call of the 
meeting, sanction given by Congress 
to the state to building the bridge and 
regulations concerning the construc­ 
tion of bridges as concerning the W ar 
Department. 
The letter of Mayor Creger waa the 
only evidence submitted and the hear­ 
ing adjourned less than 15 minutes 
after it started.' 
“I’ve looked over the plans and I 
see no reason why I cannot submit a 
favorable report to the War Depart­ 
ment. 
Apparently there are no ob­ 
jectors. We shall act as quickly as 
we can,” Col. Willing promised.

DREW HUGE BONUSES 


EXHIBITS PURPORT 
TO SHOW NEARLY 
HALF MILLION PAID 


RECORD* INTRO DUC ED BY GOV-

OF FOSHAY ATTORNEYS 


J U D O S M O L Y N E A U X RULES THE 
EVIDENCE IS ADMISSIBLE 
IN TH E C ASE 
Minneapolis, Minn., Sept. 3. —cr.Pt— 
Exhibits purporting to show that W. 
B. Foshay and his business associates 
in a $30,000,000 utility concern drew 
bonuses of nearly a half a million dol­ 
lars In one year were on display today 
In Judge Joseph W. Molvneaux'a court. 
The records were introduced by Fred 
Horowitz, special government prose­ 
cutor. after Foshay’s attorneys 
had 
made 
strenuous 
objections. 
Judge 
Molyneaux ruled that the 
evidence 
was admissible. 
Horowitz said the exhibitions showed 
the seven defendants on trial for us­ 
ing the mail to defraud had been paid 
the bonuses although government in­ 
come tax records showed the W. B. 
Foshay Company 
was 
not 
making 
money during the year of 1925 when 
the bonuses were paid. 
Josiah E. Brill, attorney for Fdshay, 
contended that the question of bonuses 
was not mentioned In the indictment. 
“If It is offered on the theory of un­ 
sound business practices, then many 
topics not specifically alleged in the 
indictment could be brought into this 
case," Brill said. 
Horowitz replied that the 
records 
were bffered because the government 
planned to show the defendants’ con­ 
nection with a "scheme” to defraud 
and their felonious intent. 
He said 
the prosecution had the right to show 
the defendants had “a scheme to de­ 
fraud, to show what was 
in 
their 
minds, und that among other things 
they voted themselves a bonus of about 
1500,000.” 
Judge Molyneaux allowed the evi­ 
dence to be admitted on the grounds 
that the essential 
allegations 
were 
that there was a scheme to defraud 
and the mails were used to carry out 
the scheme. 
Prosecution and defense attorneys 
clashed again over alleged intimida­ 
tion of a government witness. 
Brill 
admitted to the court that he would 
attempt to show through questioning 
of L. H. London, former Foshay em­ 
ploye, that the prosecution had sought 
to intimidate witnesses. 
Brill had the witness give in detail 
his conversation with 
Horowitz 
at 
their first interview after the collapse 
of the Foshay Company. 
Horowitz 
and Brill clashed repeatedly over the 
line of questioning.

aboard a German liner, posing as a 
steward. Once here, he became known 
as “the man with a thousand faces.” 
Purportedly a m aster at the art of 
disguise, the son of a noble German 
family played his part as a laborer, a 
business man, a longshoreman, a weal­ 
thy wastrel, changing from one to the 
other without apparent difficulty as he 
worked in the interest of the Imperial 
government. 
He finally was captured at Elko, 
Nev., where he was working 
as 
a 
laborer, and imprisoned at Fort Doug­ 
las, Utah.

SECRETARY OF STATE 
A R R I V E S IN NEW 
YORK FROM EUROPE 


PLEASED WITH "FRIENDLY, CON- 
I I Ll ATOR Y SPIRIT" BETW EEN 
EUROPEAN COUNTRIES 


GERMANY "HAS RECEIVED NEW 
SPIRIT OF COURAGE AND 
CONFIDENCE” 
New York, Sept. 3.—HIP)- Secretary 
of Htate Henry L. Stimson arrived on 
the Leviathan today with a prediction 
of a new era of political peace and 
goodwill In the world. 
He wa* particularly pleated, he said, 
with the "friendly and 
conciliatory 
spirit” between European 
countries, 
especially between France and G er­ 
many. Germany, he said, "has received 
a new spirit of courage 
and 
confi­ 
dence,” 
The secretary, asked about the pres­ 
ent financial situation in Europe, la- 
sued the following statem ent: 
"The month which baa elapsed since 
the close of the seven-power confer­ 
ence in london has given us a chan ca 
to begin to appraise the results of that 
conference and of the various meet­ 
ings which proceeded end have fol­ 
lowed It. From the Information which 
has come to me I believe that Oaf* 
many has received a new spirit of 
courage and confidence. 
The result 
of the recent plebiscite In 
Prussia, 
the fact that the day when the Ger­ 
man banks reopened the deposits ex­ 
ceeded the withdrswals, together a ith 
many other sim ilar 
Indication*, 
all 
point to more hopeful conditione and 
spirit. 
"Even more encouraging have been 
j the meetings of the French and Oer- 
man ministers and the friendly and 
conciliatory spirit in 
which 
Prime 
Minister lava! and Chancellor Brustl­ 
ing have begun to discuss the vital 
political questions which divided their 
countries.. The name la true of tho 
■meetings which have been held be­ 
tween the ministers of Germany and 
Britain and of Germany and Italy. 
Such Informal meetings constltuts the 
most effective method of approaching 
and discussing these political 
prob­ 
lems, and until they are thus approach­ 
ed In such spirit, any thorough econ­ 
omic rehabilitation of central Europe 
Is almost impossible. 
”T think there is now good reason 
to believe that these European otatea- 
men, taking advantage of the roaplta 
g ra n ted by Mr. Hoover's moratorium 
ms well a* the recommendations of tho 
London 
conference, 
are 
beginning 
gra d u a lly to lay the foundations of 
political goodwill, upon which a tast­ 
ing structure of peace and aconomio 
proMperlty can finally be rested. 
"It w as very evident in each of tbs 
countries I visited that the spirit and 
policy of the president's moratorium 
wa* highly appreciated and waa prov­ 
ing helpful In many directions.” 
Also on the Leviathan waa General 
John J. Pershing.

STA IE government costs as revealed by a late census report 
show' gains, the census bureau having announced its 1980 statis­ 
tics for Minnesota and North Dakota. 
The payments for operation and maintenance of the general 
departments of the Minnesota state government amounted to 
$37,167,418, or $11.52 per capita, during the fiscal year ending 
.lune HO, 1980, according to the census report. 
This includes $10,054,117 apportionments for education to 
the minor civil divisions of the state. In 1020 the per capita cost 
for operation and maintenance of general departments was 
$14.44, and in 1017, $8.15. The interest on debt in 1930 amounted 
to $5.617,HOO, and outlays for permanent Improvements, $1 1,002,- 
252. The total payments, therefore, for operation and mainten­ 
ance of the departments, interest and outlays, were $55,507,510. 
Of the government costs reported, $16,525,126 was for high­ 
ways, $4,515,772 for maintenance and $11,781,854 for construc­ 
tion. 
The total revenue receipts were $64,412,587, or $25.16 per 
capita. 
Under the revenues division of the summary, it is pointed 
out that the sales tax on gasoline amounted to $0,750,551 in 1050 
and $5,678,105 in 1020, an increase of 85.5 per cent. 
Those interested in the study of economics will ponder on the 
figures covering sales tax on gasoline. The large increase of 88.5 
per cent indicates that there was no cessation in the use of cars 
or trucks and that in spite of any business depression there is a 
growing use of these vehicles. 
It calls to mind the fact that a car as used nowadays is an 
absolute necessity to many families and not considered in the light 
of a luxury.

ST A T E government costs as revealed by a late census report 
show gains, the census bureau having announced its 1930 statis­ 
tics for Minnesota and North Dakota. 
The payments for operation and maintenance of the general 
departments of the Minnesota state government amounted to 
$37,167,418, or $14.52 per capita, during the fiscal year ending 
June 30, 1930, according to the census report. 
This includes $10,034,147 apportionments for education to 
the minor civil divisions of the state. In 1929 the per capita cost 
for operation and maintenance of general 
departments 
was 
$14.44, and in 1917, $8.15. The interest on debt in 1930 amounted 
to $3,647,869, and outlays for permanent improvements, $1 1,092,- 
232. The total payments, therefore, for operation and mainten­ 
ance of the departments, interest and outlays, were $55,507,519 
Of the government costs reported, $10,325,120 was for high­ 
ways, $4,543,772 for maintenance and $11,781,351 for construe 
lion. 
The total revenue receipts were $01,412,587, or $25.10 per 
capita. 
Under the revenues division of the summary, it is pointed 
out that the sales tax on gasoline amounted to $0,750,331 iii 1930 
and $3,078,105 in 1929, an increase of 83.5 per cent. 
Those interested in tin* study of economics will ponder on the 
figures covering sales tax oil gasoline. The large increase of 83.5 
per cent indicates that there was no cessation in the use of cars 
or trucks and that in spite of any business depression then* is a 
growing use of these vehicles. 
It calls to mind the fact that a car as used nowadays is an 
absolute necessity to many families and not considered in the light 
of a luxury. When the high school was built iii Brainerd, a large 
number of cars were parked daily at the scene of construction. 
Workers rode to and from employment in their cars.

ATHER TIME has never been

memories o f his glorious cham­ 
pionship days. Rated as one of the 
greatest lightweights of all thne, 
Leonard was beginning to take on 
weight even before he retired in 
1924. He had won the title from 
FYeddie Welsh in 
1917 and had 
been boxing since 1912. When re­ 
tiring, 
it

announced 
that 
Benny did so in deference to his 
mother's fears and wishes. She is 
still living.

Leonard weighed about 170 when 
he started 
light 
secret 
training 
early this Summer. 
After twelve 
weeks, it was announced, he’d got­ 
ten down to 145. As Benny’s bulk 
lessens, 
K eam s’ 
ballyhoo grows 
despite rebuffs from the boxing 
boards of Illinois and New Jersey 
which block Leonard’s efforts to 
stage comebacks in those States. 
They’re readying Benny for an­ 
other money shot for which the OI’ 
Doc’s golden cymbals are echoing 
in many o f the press and else­ 
where.
